Only 
Democratic voters then are considered infixing the ratio of repre 
aentation. 

Tbe party 
of Jo* Blackburn and one whom be forced into martyrdom— the par- 
ty of equal righta to all Democrat*, but equal to them only after the 
party conventions and primaries.

It 
should tie left In the month three to 
Are minute* Never take the mouth 
tem|>eratiire Immediately after admin 
latering cold drink* 

Bathing tha Invalid. 

A great deal of comfort Is afforded 
the Invalid by a dally bath where the 
condition warrant* If. When the pa 
tlent Is feeble one part of the body 
at a time may l>e quickly and gently 
bathed. Alcohol and water, equal 
parts, with gentle massage, la often 
refreshing and restorative. 

The hot pack, cold pack and cold 
bath for reduction of temperature 
should lie ti*ed only under the advice 
and direction of the physician. In 
mild fever. Imwevrr, *|tonging the 
body with cold or tepid water or al 
cohol and water will prove grateful 
and often reduce fevrr.

People are often at a loss what to 
give a fever patient to eat la acute 
fever i un«cd hy ludigetitlon or bowel 
trouble, e*|>e< tally In children. It la bet 
ter to withhold food until the system 
ha* been cleared of jiolaen.

given within twenty four hours. A 
little barley water or plain boiled wa 
ter is better tlian food, which will only 
remain undlgc*tc*l and add fuel to the 
Ore.
